An outlet for trozen orange juice 


has been made, Mr. Meyers said, the 
contract calling for from 200,000 to 
600,000 gallons per year, while an- 
other tentative contract is being 
considered whereby the frozen juice 
will be delivered in eastern cities 
daily from house to house, on the 
same plan as the dairyman delivers 
his milk. 


Dr. Charles D. Samuels, soil chem- 


ist, spoke for a few moments on the 
soil practices and the zeolite and 
sodium jells that furnish a surface 
coating and to which, because of 
their gelatinous nature, the salts 
and other minerals derived from the 
water adhere. He answered many 
questions of the growers concerning 
soil conditions.

Col- 
lectively, they were made mad by the spirit of adventure, 
filled with hysteria because of the game they had just seen, 
and therefore, mentally irresponsible. 


The automobile is a merciless and impersonal killer. 


Every care in the world will not prevent all accidents. But 
parents should look with terror on the proposal that a half 
dozen students be allowed to race back and forth to games 
in one car. Repeatedly, it ends in terrible tragedy. Who- 
ever it may be that is to be at the wheel, the joy of the 
occasion should be tempered by that thot that another and 
unwelcome passenger is ready and willing to climb in at 
any time—Death, who hovers around the corner, and in- 
vites himself to the jolliest of joy-rides. 


The War-Makers— 


There is more war-making in progress now than was the 


case in 1913, according to the president of Smith college, 
and other educators, who have been making a survey of 
world conditions during the past year. 


Coolidge, writing frankly, now that he is out of the 


presidency, says that we will be far better off to keep out 
of any world pacts or leagues, and his remark has an omin- 
ous sound. The league seems to be doing nothing with 
great earnestness concerning the serious squabble-'between 
Russia and China, altho China is yelling for help, and all 
eyes are turned toward Uncle Sam as a much-desired arbi- 
trator. But there is a feeling at Washington that such a 
role would be that of the innocent bystander who gets the 
worst of it. 


One of the most unique suggestions concerning the dis- 


couragement of war-making comes this last few days from 
a great American corporation, asking that all American 
financiers and makers of munitions and supplies refuse to 
loan or consign to any nation at war or preparing for war. 
If such a compact could be brot about it -most certainly 
would have a discouraging effect on continental blood-let- 
ting, but would not prevent war altogether. It would aid 
very materially, however, in keeping us out of war. Where 
•our money goes there we have decided interests. "Where 
our treasure is, there is the heart also." 


The country will do well to consider the legislation 


sponsored by the American Legion, which, in the event of 
war, would make possible the drafting of everything in 
the country—men, money, provisions, munitions and the 
whole national structure, instead of sending some men to 
fight and be killed and maimed for thirty dollars a month, 
while others pile up huge fortunes out of war profits. If 
we can take no profit out of war-making, it will not be so 
popular in certain circles. Most of the "dollar-a-year" 
patriots during the last war were overpaid. 


The only optimistic view that can be taken is that there 


are more real thinkers attempting to devise means of pre- 
venting war than ever before in history. This may amount 
to something. Perhaps the great business heads of the 
country have had time to discover that they didn't actually 
make anything out of the war—that it was poor business. 
Convinced of that fact, we may get some help with which to 
aid the idealists. The grim God of War hfs^ always had 
easy pickings in overcoming merely the objections of ideal- 
ists. It might be a different story if the providers of the 
sinews of war turned thumbs down.

ter it. looks. A mikado locomotive is 
designed for utility, yet as an ex- 
pression of sheer power is a work 
of art. 


Looking at things from this angle 


one discovers beauty in steam ham- 
mers,

saws, plows, bridges, railroad ter- 
minals, and concrete mixers.

has been studying aborigines of 
North Australia and the Crocodile 
islands for the Rockefeller Founda- 
tion and the Australian National 
Research council. Warner will go 
to Harvard university, Cambridge, 
Mnss. 


The aborigines cook food in holes 


heated by hot stones. 
They have 


no religion. They have not even 
Invented bows and arrows, Warner 
said. 
On the other hand, the peo- 


ple, who are big and strong, have 
an elaborate social organization 
and marked rules of etiquette and 
conduct. 


Warner had to travel for a month 


from Port Darwin, North Australia, 
to reach the Crocodile islands. 


Among 
other 
things Warner 


found was a requirement that a 
youth must marry his mother's 
mother's brother's daughter's daugh- 
ter. 
They are particular about 


which grandma's side the bride Is 
frem, It seems, but they have no 
marriage ceremony. 


"The 
children obey their par- 


ents," he continued. "Incorrigible 
youths are taken out by the old 
men and killed. 
There are about 


4,000 of these primitive people left, 
living almost naked. 
They do not 


know weaving. Their only weapon 
is a stone-headed spear. They have 
no liquors or intoxication, but 
smoke a primitive tobacco. 
They 


know nothing about firearms or 
their use.

Reduction of Income Tax 


by One Per Cent Plan 


of Administration. 


By EDWARD W. PICKARD 
IF CONGRESS is agreeable, and 
* it almost certainly will be, our 
income taxes for this year will be 
reduced by about $160,000,000. This 
is the plan of the administration, 
the announcement of which was 
made in advance of the President's 
budget message to congress in the 
hope that it would serve to amelio- 
rate the stock market situation. 


Secretary of the Treasury Mellon, 


Undersecretary Ogden Mills and 
Roy Young, governor of the federal 
reserve board, conferred with Mr. 
Hoover, and Mr. Mellon then Issued 
a statement which said invpart: 


"While the nnal detailed esti- 


mates of revenues and expenditures 
for the fiscal year 1930 and 1931 
have not been completed, the secre- 
tary of the treasury considers the 
estimates have reached the point 
where tax reduction should be rec- 
ommended to the congress at the 
coming sessions. 


"The indications are that busi- 


ness profits, 'dividends,; interest, 
and -wage payments In'. 1929;''"; will 
^conslderab'iy- ^exceed; .those^' pt'the 
;-';^*T':''I92Sli;-'v'piir.l'-'iBst:lniateiB'!!ln4icatei 
that rlie government should close 
both the fiscal years 1930 and 1931 
with a surplus. Taking all'factors 
'.ato consideration, the secretary of 
the treasury, with the approval of 
the President, will recommend tax 
reduction to.the congress. 


"The form of relief to the tax- 


payers which the treasury's recom- 
mendations will probably take will 
be a 1 per cent reduction of, the 
normal tax on the incomes of indl- 
vidals and corporations applicable 
to 1929 incomes and payable in the 
calendar year 1930. 


"The total reduction of taxes to 


be collected during the calendar 
year 1930 will amount, it is esti- 
mated, to approximately $160,000,- 
000. 


"The reduction, It Is hoped, wiil 


take the form of a joint resolution 
of congress, thus permitting prompt 
action-by both houses by avoiding 
a 'general revision of the revenue 
law. 


"The 
proposal has 
been dis- 


cussed with the Republican and 
Democratic leaders of both houses 
of congress, who have tentatively 
approved 
the 
proposed 
recom- 


mendation." 


It was believed in Washington 


that enactment of the' necessary 
legislation will come early in the 
regular session of congress, which 
opens on December 2. 
C OMMENT on the stock market 


situation seems superfluous, for 


every one in the country has been 
reading the financial columns with 
avidity if not with dismay. 
Day 


after day • prices continued their 
downward way and it seemed as 
if the market had no bottom. Even 
the bears were surprised, and one 
of their leaders, Jesse Livermore, 
was quoted as saying that prices of 
many of the good stocks had fallen 
too low. But the amateur specu- 
lators were panic-stricken and re- 
fused to listen to reason. Many of 
the highest-priced industrials fell 
to new low records for the year, 
and lots of bargain hunters of the 
previous week were caught in the 
jam. 
The New York Stock Ex- 


change on Wednesday took steps to 
ferret out the undercover selling 
that had foiled all efforts to stabil- 
ize the market. Every member was 
called on to give at once the fol- 
lowing information: 


A list of stocks borrowed and 


from whom and for whose account; 
a list of stocks loaned and to 
whom; intra-oftice borrowings and 
fov whose accounts; a list of all 
stocks which they have failed to 
deliver, and for whose account. 


This action, together with the tax 


reduction news, brought on a flood 
of buying orders, and prices began 
to move upward. 


PRESIDENT HOOVER's Armis- 
1 tlce day address at Arlington 
National cemetery was hailed in 
America and Europe as one of the 
most Important statements ever 
made by him, and It was given gen- 
eral approval. 
Briefly, he chal- 


lenged the other powers to a rad- 


ical reduction of naval armaments, 
declaring that the United States 
would reduce Its naval-strength In 
proportion to any other, that it re- 
mained for the others to say how 
low they would go and that "it can- 
not bo too low for us." 
He sug- 


gested the exemption .of merchant 
ships, carrying food. exclusively, 
from seizure by belligerents as the 
first step in solving the problem of 
the freedom of the seas. He pro- 
posed amplification of the Kellogg 
anti-war pact by provision of auto- 
matic machinery for Investigation 
of disputes Involved In violation of 
the pact, subjecting the aggressor 
to the "searchlight of public opin- 
ion." And he suggested the need of 
additional arbitration treaties and 
of an authoritative system of inter- 
national law. 


Throughout his address Mr. Hoov- 


er revealed himself as an ardent 
advocate of world peace and the re- 
duction of preparations for war, 
but asserted the latter must be by 
agreement only. "I have no faith 
In the reduction of armaments by 
example alone," said the President. 
"Until such time as the nations can 
build the agencies of pacific settle- 
ment on stronger foundations; un- 
til fear, the most dangerous of all 
national emotions, has been proved 
groundless by long proof of inter- 
national, honesty, until the power 
of world public opinion as a re- 
straint of aggression has had many 
.years of test, there will not Have 
been established that confidence 
which warrants the abandonment 
of preparedness:for defense among 
nations. To dp so..may,(Invite war. 
, ''I am .for.adequate .nrflRatedness, 
as a 'g«flrafity;;:tl^rlRrtrj'feign 'fecfl-

It is 
the longest bridge of its type in the 
world and cost $20,OQp,ftOa Its free 
span Is 1,850 feet long and its total 
length is' one and eight-tenths 
miles. 
The ceremonies included 


military parades In both Detroit 
and Canada and addresses lauding 
the structure as an aid in perpetu- 
ating the 114 years of peace be- 
tween the United States and the 
Dominion. 
SIR RONALD LINDSAY, British 


under secretary of: state for 


foreign affairs, has been selected 
as ambassador to Washington to 
succeed Sir Esine Howard, who re- 
tires from the diplomatic service 
early next year.

well known in this country and his 
wife Is an American, a daughter 
of the late Colgate Hoyt of New 
York. 


Nelson Johnson, assistant secre-

en- 


trusted to it." 


So long as the Young reparations 


plan is operative the bank will not 
only "observe provisions of the plan 
in administration of operations of 
the bank," but also will "conduct 
its affairs with a view to facilitat- 
ing execution of the plan." 


During the Young plan's opera- 


tion the bank is vested with the 
functions of receiving and distrib- 
uting the German reparations and 
supervising and assisting In com- 
merciliz.'ition and mobilization of 
cervaln ports of the German an- 
nuities. 


Capital stock of the bank Is fixed 


in chapter 2 of the statute at 500,- 
000,000 Swiss francs (aboot $96,896,- 
f.OO), divided into 200,000 shares, of 
which 112,000 must be subscribed 
before the bank begins business. 
The subscription of th4 total cap- 
ital is guaranteed: by /the. central 
banks of Belgium, England, France, 
Germany .and Italy, also Messrs. X, 
acting in place of the Bank of 
Japan, and Messrs. Y of New York.

FIFTEEN MILLION DOLLARS 


•H 


With a return to growers of more 


than $15,300,000 California will have 
its largest -walnut crop this year 
•with one exception and -will.show a 
production 'increase of nearly 50 per 
cent over 1928, Carlyle Thorpe, vice- 
president; and general manager of the 
California Walnut Growers' associa- 
tion, JoeJared last week. 


Checks; for $1,200,000 were mailed 


to th« growers, representing a pay- 
ment-or 10 per cent of this year's 
harvested crop. 'As the walnuts are 
loaded for-shipment, 70 per cent is 
paid. 
Y 


.The estimated return to the grow- 
ers of more than $15,300,000 was ex- 
ceeded only in 1927, when the value 
of the crop was $17,487,000. Despite 
the sharp increase in the production 
over the last year and reduction in 
market prices of about 17 per cent, 
the growers this year will receivt 
nearly $4,000,000 more-than last year 
said Mr. Thorpe. 


The crop, which is now about 87 


per Bent harvested, will total ap- 
proximately 42,000 tons, including 
5000 tons of culls, against a produc- 
tion in 1928 of 23,050 tons, including 


3000 tons, of culls, an .-increase of 
nearly 19,000 tons, or more than 80 
per cent. The 1927 crop aggregated 
50,000 tons, including 9000, tons of 
culls. 


New acres that were brot into 


bearing this year numbered 6295, 
bringing the bearing acreage' of the 
state up to a total of 89,547 acres. 
There are 136,922 acres under culti- 
vation this year against 129,712 last 
year, a gain of 7210 acres. 


GAIJTS ALARMING 


This sharp increase which has been 


in progress steadily from year to 
year has raised some alarm, accoyd- 
ing to Mr. Thorpe, who said that the 
state's 
production1 
is 
increasing 


about1 six times as rapidly as the 
population of the country and that a 
period of saturation is quickly ap- 
proaching. He said: 


"The market problem of the fu- 


ture is going to be to increase con- 
sumption as rapidly as the increase 
in production an3 unless new plant- 
ings are slowed down we will devel- 
op an overproduction problem which 
will mean a period of unsatisfactory 
returns to the grower.

MARKET FIRM 


. "Despite the reported unfavorable 
conditions arising as a rosult of the 
collapse of the stock market, the 
walnut market has maintained steady 
price levels with no recent reduc- 
tions in value, and while prices 
have ranged about 17 per cent lower, 
due to the increased, production, the 
return to the grower will, be about 
30 per cent larger." 


The quality unexpectedly turned 


disappointing during the latter part 
of the harvesting season after early 
indications pointed to a very favor- 
able product. This was due, Mr. 
Thorpe said, to the continued warm 
weather in October. 


California'Walnut Growers' asso- 


ciation now handles 85 per cent of 
the state's crop, which, Mr. Thorpe 
said, is the largest percentage co- 
operative control of any farming in- 
dustry in the United States. In 1913 
it had 51 per cent control. Its mem- 
bership in the past year has increas- 
ed from 4980 to 5512 members. Thir- 
ty-four packing house districts are' 
maintained in southern California 
and nine in central and northern 
ifornia. 


BY-PROD OCTS INCREASE 


With the completion of a new plant 


this year the association has doubled 
its 'capacity for the .manufacture-of 
by-products and is clearing this di- 
vision of1 the industry much faster, 
Mr. Thorpe said. The pay roll has 
been doubled, with the two factories 
now employing 1300 girls. 


The development of the by-product 


business has made rapid strides in 
the last few years. The culls alone, 
which are used for the, shelled wal- 
nut business, are returning approxi: 
mately 8 cents a pound to the grow- 
ers as compared with 2 cents a pound 
a few years ago. The canning divis- 
ion, which packs the shelled walnuts 
in air-tight containers, was an exper- 
iment six years age and thw year it 
is expected 8,000,000 'cans will com- 
prise the output of the two factories. 
Other by-products are walnut pil, 
fertilizer and poultry and stock feed, 
the last largely from shells. 


•' In the matter of production, Ven- 
tura county has jumped from third 
to first place in the last three years 
and is now .producing 40 per cent of 
the state's crop. Los Angeles and 
Orange counties rank second and 
third. Riverside and San Bernardino 
counties have shown a rapid develop- 
ment.

out within four hours, the manage- 
ment 
suspected 
a 
pyromaniac 


might be on the premises and sent 
calls to the fire marshal and the 
police. Deputy Fire Marshal Wil- 
liam A. Coles and police plain 
clothes men arrived Just as the 
fourth fire was discovered. 
They 


found Berlew in his pajamas turn- 
Ing a fire extinguisher 
on the 


flames, which 
had 
broken 
out 


among newspapers in a barrel on 
the eighth floor service lobby. 


Then, as the marshals and detec- 


tives proceeded on the theory that 
the blazes had been incendiary and 
began to question Ihe hundred-odd 
employees, there was a cessation of 
the' minor fires until 4:45 p. m. 


Four small fires between this 


time and 6:00 p. m. kept the police, 
fire officials, hotel sleuths, and Ber- 
lew—who was observed to be on 
hand prepared to put out each 
blaze—on the jump. 


Official reinforcements were sent 


for. 
Marshal Brophy returned to 


the scene with five aids and two 
firemen to assist Coles, and Cap- 
tain of Detectives George Bishop 
arrived with a contingent of detec- 
tives to bring the police representa- 
tion to an even dozen. 


Assigned Strategic Posts. 


The sleuths and firemen were 


nil in plain clothes to prevent 
spreading of alarm, and the lobby 
was thick with derbies. They were 


out the hotel. 


Then, shortly after six o'clock, 


two fires were reported on the fifth 
floor, the flames mounting from 
tablecloths spread on 
adjoining 


service tables. Berlew discovered 
the blazes and quenched them with 
a pot of tea under one of the' 
tables.

nence in the blazes, and Leo Scher, 
another house detective, was put 
on his trail.

Considerable more difficulty than 


that, however, attended Berlew's. 
arrest, according to Brophy's re- 
port. This did not mention Scher. 


Suspicion .was first directed at 


Berlew, said Brophy, when he made 
a number of conflicting statements 
s to his whereabouts when the 
arlous fires broke out and when 
10 was unable to produce one re- 
lort he had written.

was later found torn up and In 
he wastebnsket of his room. 


The flre marshal pronounced the 
irisoner to be an "alcoholic pyro- 
maniac." 


"Somebody gave him the bottles 


>f liquor Sunday," said Brophy, as 
he prisoner, clumped In a seat be- 
side him, nodded.
